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INTRODUCTION 


This is the One Hundred and Tenth edition of AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS FOR ONTARIO. 


This report is compiled annually by the Statistical Services Unit of the Policy Analysis Branch, Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food, to 
serve as the source of agricultural statistics in the province. Data are prepared primarily by the Statistical Services Unit, in co-operation with 
the Agriculture Division of Statistics Canada and various government departments and farm marketing boards. 


Data in this volume are derived from three major sources. First, most agricultural production statistics are calculated from telephone, mail-in 
and enumerative surveys of farmers, with additional information supplied by government field officers, agribusiness personnel, and farm 
marketing boards. The second source is the Census of Agriculture which is conducted every five years. The Census serves as a "benchmark" 
for livestock inventory and crop area estimates as well as supplying a wealth of information on many other aspects of agriculture in this province 
(i.e. land use, farm types, value of sales). The third source of statistics is commonly termed administrative data. These data consist of complete 
or nearly complete counts of items such as imports, exports, and marketings of inspected or controlled commodities. 


The 1991 Census of Agriculture officially adopted the following definition of a "census farm" - a farm, ranch or other agricultural holding which 
produces at least one of the following products intended for sale: crops, livestock, poultry, animal products, greenhouse or nursery products, 
mushrooms, sod, honey or maple syrup products. Some comparative data from the 1981 and 1986 Censuses also appear in this issue, but for 
these years, the sales level of $250 is used as the lower limit in the definition of a census farm. Intercensally revised estimates (provincial level 
only) are included in this edition for field crop areas and productions, and are scheduled for release in February 1993 for livestock inventories. 


In 1991, for the first time, information on the value of land and buildings was requested separately for owned and rented properties. As a result, 
total value of land and buildings increased substantially compared to earlier censuses, where some respondents had failed to include rented land. 
In particular, producers near large urban areas reported the market value of their rented properties regardless of intended future use. As well, 
in 1991 for the first time, respondents were able to report more than one type of operating arrangement (i.e. individual holdings, partnerships, 
corporations, etc.). 


In terms of newly published data, some balance sheet and production account data for the agriculture sector have been included among the 
financial statistics which appear in Table 17. Machinery and equipment on census farms are summarized by county in Table 38. As was the 
case with the 1981 and 1986 issues, this edition of Agricultural Statistics for Ontario is a special expanded version. The additional section 
provides "county agricultural profiles" which contain many descriptive statistics and frequency distributions extracted from the 1991 Census 
of Agriculture. This supplement can be found in the latter section of the publication after the regularly established tables. 


It is important to advise users of international trade data that current figures are subject to revision until the following year’s data have been 
released from the International Trade Division of Statistics Canada. All 1990 figures appearing in the International Trade section have therefore 
been revised. 


Data users interested in obtaining county level estimates for the area, production, and farm value of commercially grown fruit and vegetable 
crops should refer to the Annual Summary of the Seasonal Fruit and Vegetable Report.

WEATHER CONDITIONS DURING 1991 


The month of January featured cold temperatures that averaged below normal in the north to just slightly above normal in the south. Across 
the province, snowfalls were near to slightly above the average for the month. Despite the relatively heavy snowfalls in snowbelt regions, 
precipitation totals resulted in a rather dry month. Sunshine was generally above normal in the northwest, but close to or below normal near 
the Great Lakes. 


February was characterized by mild and generally dry weather conditions across Ontario. Monthly mean temperatures were several degrees 
above the long-term average. The first week of the month had several record high afternoon temperatures which easily outweighed a few frigid 
days at mid-month. Snowfall totals were generally extremely light with the exceptions of the Georgian Bay and London-Kitchener areas. 
Overall the month was very dry as little rain fell in the south and none in the north. Total hours of sunshine were normal in the south and above 
normal in the north. As the 1990-91 winter wound down, southern Ontario experienced the mildest winter since 1982-83. 


March was wet, windy and warm in Ontario. However, one of the province’s most extensive ice storms occurred early in the month. Another 
storm at month’s end resulted in the second highest wind speeds recorded in the province. Apart from these storms, most of March was pleasant 
and mild. In contrast to January and February, rain was abundant everywhere except in the northwestem and extreme southwestern regions. 
Several new precipitation records were established. Snowfall was light in the south, but normal in central and northern Ontario. 


April was a mild month featuring heavy rainfalls in the south, but relatively dry conditions across portions of the north. Although a generally 
warm month, precipitation totals were at record high levels which resulted in some flooding problems in the Toronto area. Many southern 
Ontario cities topped the 100 mm mark. Not surprisingly, hours of sunshine were low in southern and central Ontario, but the north recorded 
above normal levels of April sunshine. 


Ontario’s summer arrived early. In the south, most locations from Kingston to Windsor broke records for the warmest May ever. Although 
there were no official heat waves, several hot, humid days and balmy nights created mid-summer discomfort. Thundershower activity was 
frequent across much of the province - southern Ontario recorded the most May thunderstorm days in over 25 years. May showers provided 
some relief to northwestern Ontario where the dry April had left forests susceptible to fire. In contrast, northeastern Ontario, which received 
rainfall accumulations well below normal, experienced an outbreak of forest fires. 


Much of the province experienced extremely dry conditions during June with monthly mean temperatures well above normal. While the dry 
weather proved beneficial for first cut haying activities, the high temperatures and drying winds left other crops in dire need of rain. Hours 
of sunshine were plentiful measuring some 50 hours higher than usual. 


July featured still another warmer than normal month in Ontario. Total rainfall varied greatly with heavy thundershower activity in a few areas, 
but barely traces of precipitation in others. The heat provided potential for promising crop yields,but the all or nothing pattern of rainfall 
reduced the harvest in several counties. At one extreme, southwestern and eastern Ontario, particularly the Windsor and Peterborough areas, 
suffered through very dry weather (under 25 mm). The other extreme saw locations such as Kitchener and Hamilton receive in excess of 135 
mm. In locations where heavy thundershowers were received, there was often considerable runoff with much of the moisture not made available 
for crops. This sporadic pattern left may farms in need of rainfall. Severe weather was generally limited. Hail was received in the Wingham 
area on July 3, and torrential rain dumped 180 mm in less than 24 hours in the Delhi area on July 30. 


The hot dry conditions continued throughout August. Sunshine hours were generally abundant. Again, apart from a downpour in Essex county 
at mid-month which resulted in significant flooding damage, relatively little severe weather was received. A review of Toronto weather records 
revealed that the June to August period of 1991 had a mean temperature high enough to make it the fourth warmest summer in 152 years of 
record. 


Cooler weather returned to Ontario as September registered the first below average monthly mean temperature in 1991. Although most areas 
experienced a hot spell at the middle of the month, a record-setting cool period at month’s end pulled the mean temperature down and brought 
the first general frost to all sites except in the extreme south. September was also a wet month across much of the province although in a broad 
corridor from Windsor to Toronto, as well as in parts of the east, conditions remained quite dry. Snow flurries were recorded as far south as 
Orangeville on September 28. In the north, snowfalls ranged from 3 to 13 cm. Heavy showers in central and northern Ontario created some 
problems for farmers, yet alleviated dry forest conditions. In the southwest, the lack of showers resulted in excellent drying conditions for crops, 
yet soil moisture levels remained severely stressed. 


October was generally a wet month. In the north, it was the coldest October in over a decade whereas in the south, temperatures were warmer 
than normal. With the exceptions of the Niagara region and a few localities in the north, most areas received above average levels of rain which 
in many instances ended long stretches of dry weather. Snowfalls were frequent in northern Ontario, especially towards the end of the month. 


Colder than normal temperatures were prevalent during November. The precipitation pattern was variable across the province. Precipitation 
was Close to normal in southem and central Ontario, heavy in the northwest, and much less than usual in the east. Overall, the month was 
cloudy with well below normal hours of sunshine. One of the heaviest one day snowfalls in over 30 years occurred in south-central Ontario 
on the 28th. By month’s end, however, balmy weather from the Gulf states had caused temperatures to reach new daily highs in the upper teens. 


In southern Ontario, December was the eleventh month of the year to have milder than normal temperatures. As a result, 1991 became one 
of the warmest years ever recorded in the province. Mean temperatures in the north were several degrees milder than usual. Most major storms 
(and outbreaks of frigid Arctic air) occurred early in the month. Snowfall totals during this period were relatively close to normal. However, 
the second half of the month provided much milder conditions which caused snow accumulations to dwindle in many localities.

In most cases, marketed production and farm value per pound statistics have been assembled by the Ontario 
Flue-Cured Tobacco Growers’ Marketing Board according to the historical location of farm reference 
numbers. County acreage estimates are based on the June 4, 1991 Census of Agriculture which recorded total 
tobacco area. Adjustments have been made to the census data to account for the flue-cured portion of acreage 
and to make allowances for figures suppressed for reasons of confidentiality. The 1988 marketed production 
figures for flue-cured tobacco include an estimated carry-over of about 25 million pounds from the 1987 crop. 
Provincial yields for 1987 and 1988 have been adjusted to reflect the true situation for each year’s crop. Total 
farm value, which is the product of marketed production and farm value per unit, includes the value of the 
carry-over with the 1988 figures. A similar situation occurred between 1985 and 1986 when carry-over was 
estimated to be about 20 million pounds.

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INTRODUCTION 


This is the One Hundred and Eleventh edition of AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS FOR ONTARIO. 





This report is compiled annually by the Statistical Services Unit of the Policy Analysis Branch, Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food, 
to serve as the source of agricultural statistics in the province. Data are prepared primarily by the Statistical Services Unit, in co-operation 
with the Agriculture Division of Statistics Canada and various government departments and farm marketing boards. 


Data in this volume are derived from three major sources. First, most agricultural production statistics are calculated from telephone, mail-in 
and enumerative surveys of farmers, with additional information supplied by government field officers, agribusiness personnel, and farm 
| marketing boards. The second source is the Census of Agriculture which is conducted every five years. The Census serves as a "benchmark" 
| for livestock inventory and crop area estimates as well as supplying a wealth of information on many other aspects of agriculture in this 


| province (i.e. land use, farm types, value of sales). The third source of statistics is commonly termed administrative data. These data consist 
of complete or nearly complete counts of items such as imports, exports, and marketings of inspected or controlled commodities. 







| The 1991 Census of Agriculture officially adopted the following definition of a "census farm" - a farm, ranch or other agricultural holding 
| which produces at least one of the following products intended for sale: crops, livestock, poultry, animal products, greenhouse or nursery 
| products, mushrooms, sod, honey or maple syrup products. Some comparative data from the 1981 and 1986 Censuses also appear in this 
issue, but for these years, the sales level of $250 is used as the lower limit in the definition of a census farm. Some intercensally revised 
estimates, denoted by footnote, are included throughout this edition. However, for intercensally revised livestock inventories, readers are 


| asked to refer to the March 1993 issue of the Monthly Crop and Livestock Report. Intercensal revisions for the farm income series will not 
| be available until May 1994. 


'In terms of newly published data appearing in this issue, wage rates for hired agricultural labour are summarized by province in Table 19. 
| As well, some newly-released information from the 1991 Agriculture-Population Census Database are published in Table 38. Included in 
| this table are some of the demographic characteristics of the province’s farm operators such as gender, age group and mother tongue. 


_A number of enhancements have also been made to existing tables. Most notable among these is the inclusion of an additional column in 
several of the county level field crop tables in Section 5. For soybeans, white beans and most of the major grains, estimates of both area 
' seeded (as of June 1) and area harvested (for grain) are now available. Table 15, which shows the income of Ontario farm operators from 
| farm and off-farm sources, has been redesigned to provide details categorized according to gross farm revenue classes (rather than percentiles). 
|In Table 105, provincial level supply-disposition balance sheets for livestock are now provided. 


| It is important to advise users of international trade data that current figures are subject to revision until the following year’s data have been 
/ released from the International Trade Division of Statistics Canada. All 1991 figures appearing in the International Trade section have 


| therefore been revised. 


| Data users interested in obtaining county level estimates for the area, production, and farm value of commercially grown fruit and vegetable 
'crops should refer to the Annual Summary of the Seasonal Fruit and Vegetable Report.

WEATHER CONDITIONS DURING 1992 | 


The beginning of January was characterized by mild and dry weather throughout Ontario. This resulted in a loss of snow cover along th 
Lake Ontario shore. However, this situation changed by January 14, as blizzard conditions hit the southern and central regions of th’ 
province. Cold temperatures continued throughout the rest of the month with significant snowfall occurring in the northern part of th) 
province and rain over the south. Little precipitation occurred by the end of the month as normal temperatures resumed. 


February brought temperatures that were milder than normal all across Ontario, excluding Moosonee and the Ottawa Valley. Varied snowfal 
patterns occurred across the province with light snowfalls in the south, heavy snowfalls in central Ontario and slightly lower than norma. 
levels in the north. The total precipitation for the month fell within the average. However, two dry regions developed from Lake Superioy 
north to James Bay and from Toronto to Kitchener. The total amount of sunshine hours for February was below normal for the entire 
province. 
The mild conditions continued during the beginning of March. However, by March 10, winter reaffirmed its presence bringing coll 
temperatures to Ontario. These cold conditions persisted throughout the month. It was wetter than normal in the southwestern and easterr 
parts of the province and dry throughout the north. Thunder Bay received the least amount of snowfall in 51 years, whereas March yieldec. 
Windsor’s heaviest snowfall since 1968. In contrast to the month of February, the total sunshine hours across the province were abow 
normal. 


April was a cold, wet and cloudy month, with mean monthly temperatures slightly lower than normal. Precipitation was heavy throughotle 
Ontario, excluding the northeastern regions of the province. Northern and northwestern Ontario’s precipitation levels were between 25 tc’ 
95 mm greater than normal. Total sunshine hours lagged from 40 to 90 hours below average, resulting in one of the cloudiest springs te 
ever hit Ontario. | 


Sunshine returned to Ontario in May following a very cloudy April. Throughout southern and central Ontario, the temperatures were within 
the normal range. In northern and northwestern Ontario, the temperatures only exceeded the average by 1 or 2 degrees. Precipitation was) 
also close to normal across the province. Yet this May proved to be the driest since the drought of 1988. Snowfall was minimal with the. 
exception of Big Trout Lake where 22 cm marked the heaviest snowfall in May since 1961. Sunshine hours on the whole tended to be 1( 
to 55 hours more than normal. Unfortunately, two severe storms occurred on May 2 and 17 featuring intense rainfall, destructive winds, anc 
a few minor tornadoes. 


Summer failed to materialize in the month of June with temperatures slightly colder than normal. On June 17, a severe squall line swept 
across Lake Huron causing the destruction of many mature trees and garden sheds. A ground frost hit the province on June 22 resulting ir’ 
a significant amount of plant damage. Excluding these two storms, the month proved to be a dry one with only 50 to 70 percent of the 
normal June rainfall. The only exceptions were the northwestern parts of the province where precipitation levels were 35 mm above normal. 
Total sunshine hours were close to the average in southern and central Ontario. However, the north was plagued by cloudy conditions: 
throughout the month. : 
| 
The unseasonably cold temperatures continued throughout the month of July with no sign of summer in sight. The month ranked as Toronto’s: 
coldest in 102 years. It was also very wet throughout the province with London’s 205 mm total making it the wettest since 1932. The 
abundance of rainfall resulted in severe crop damage throughout the province. In addition, total sunshine hours lagged 100 hours below: 
normal, making it the cloudiest July on record. | 


August was cool, wet and cloudy. Provincial temperatures averaged | to 3 degrees below normal. Rainfall was again abundant throughout’ 
Ontario, with various locations reporting rainfall that was 30 to 85 mm above normal. The month was marked by three severe weather events. 

On August 4, a hailstorm hit the Niagara Peninsula destroying about 25 percent of the peach crop. A vigorous cold front on August 10 
produced tornadoes in Muskoka and Petawawa and hail damage throughout central and southern Ontario. Remnants of hurricane Andreviy 
were evident on August 27 and 28, as heavy rain fell over central and southern Ontario producing severe flooding in several areas. 

Ultimately, this summer proved to be a devastating one to Ontario’s soybean and corn crops as the lack of heat and heavy shower activity. 

caused the development of these crops to lag behind by 2 to 4 weeks resulting in significant yield and quality losses. 


The wet summer extended into the month of September, with rainfall totals ranging from 30 to 80 mm above normal. These abnormal 
rainfalls caused flooding in many farming areas which further damaged already late maturing crops. Crop harvesting and winter wheat: 
planting operations were severely hindered. The mean temperatures were slightly cooler than normal across the province. Some warmer: 
temperatures developed by the middle of the month accompanied by very high relative humidity levels, ranking as some of the warmest 
weather of the summer. Unfortunately, the last week of the month featured cold temperatures along with destructive frosts. 


Some warm weather occurred in the first week of October with precipitation levels ranking below the average. Unfortunately, the cold 
weather quickly returned as Ontario experienced temperatures | to 3 degrees below normal. Heavy snowfall occurred throughout the province 
with Sault Ste. Marie recording the highest accumulation in almost 32 years. Despite the sunny first days of the month, total sunshine hours 
fell below normal. Grain corn harvesting was at a standstill in many parts of the province. 


November was characterized by cool temperatures, overcast skies and an abundance of precipitation. Total precipitation was near normal 
in the north of Ontario, slightly drier than normal in the northwest and heavy in the south. Intense early winter storms plagued Ontario in 
the second week of November causing water levels in the Muskoka and the Great Lakes regions to rise to very high levels. Total sunshine 
hours fell 10 to 40 hours below normal, making it the cloudiest November since 1985. 


Surprisingly, following the cool temperatures of the previous nine months, December was relatively mild. Temperatures were slightly higher 
than normal throughout the province excluding the extreme north western regions of the province. In terms of snowfall patterns, there were 
varied conditions in the south, near normal amounts in central Ontario, and heavy snowfall in the northwestern regions with Kenora recording 
the most snow since 1948. Precipitation was higher than normal in the north and west, and drier than normal in the south. The total sunshine 
hours were well below average, bringing an end to Ontario’s cloudiest year ever recorded.

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INTRODUCTION

This is the One Hundred and Twelfth edition of AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS FOR ONTARIO. 

This report is compiled annually by the Statistical Services Unit of the Policy Analysis Branch, Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food, to 
serve as the source of agricultural statistics in the province. Data are prepared primarily by the Statistical Services Unit, in co-operation with 
the Agriculture Division of Statistics Canada and various government departments and farm marketing boards. 

i} 
Data in this volume are derived from three major sources. First, most agricultural production statistics are calculated from telephone, mail-in 
and enumerative surveys of farmers, with additional information supplied by government field officers, agribusiness personnel, and farm 
‘marketing boards. The second source is the Census of Agriculture which is conducted every five years. The Census serves as a "benchmark" 
for livestock inventory and crop area estimates as well as supplying a wealth of information on many other aspects of agriculture in this province 
(ve. land use, farm types, value of sales). The third source of statistics is commonly termed administrative data. These data consist of complete 
‘or nearly complete counts of items such as imports, exports, and marketings of inspected or controlled commodities. 

The 1991 Census of Agriculture officially adopted the following definition of a "census farm" - a farm, ranch or other agricultural holding which 
produces at least one of the following products intended for sale: crops, livestock, poultry, animal products, greenhouse or nursery products, 
jmushrooms, sod, honey or maple syrup products. Some comparative data from the 1981 and 1986 Censuses also appear in this issue, but for 
these years, the sales level of $250 is used as the lower limit in the definition of a census farm. Some intercensally revised estimates, denoted 
by footnote, are included throughout this edition. 


‘In terms of newly published information appearing in this issue, some additional data from the 1991 Agriculture-Population Census Database 
/are published in Table 38. Included in this table is a county level profile of all farm operators categorized by days of off-farm work. 


Revised estimates for farm financial series have been completed and appear throughout Section 1. These changes were generally the result of 
‘improved coverage, different conceptual treatment or methodology, or intercensal benchmarking to the 1991 Census of Agriculture. Among 
‘the principal series affected by these changes are farm cash receipts, operating expenses, net income, and capital value. In Ontario, the largest 
changes in cash receipts were in the floriculture/nursery and all other receipts categories. Please note that ginseng is now estimated as a separate 
‘category. Among expenditure items, the most significant changes were to livestock purchases (where poultry purchases have now been 
included), business insurance premiums, miscellaneous expenses, and from the benchmarking of several other items to the 1991 Census. 

Users of international trade data are advised that current figures are subject to revision until the following year’s data have been released from 
| the International Trade Division of Statistics Canada. All 1992 figures appearing in the International Trade section have therefore been revised.

WEATHER CONDITIONS DURING 1993 


January 1993, like the December before, proved to be another mild winter month in Ontario with monthly mean temperatures averaging 2 to 
3 degrees above the long-term average. Along with its mild temperatures, snowfall in northern and northwestern Ontario was 15 to 30 


centimetres, well below normal. However, eastern Ontario experienced a SO percent increase in snowfall making it their snowiest January since: 


1979. The pattern for total precipitation was similar to the snowfall pattern with dry conditions across the north while wet weather prevailed 
in all areas south of North Bay. Sunshine was generally 10 to 20 hours below average with exception in a few locales. 


February was a contrast to January’s mild winter weather where the monthly mean temperatures ranged from 2 to 4 degrees colder than normal | 
resulting in the coldest February since 1979. The frigid temperatures seemed even colder due to the wind chill effect caused by strong blustery 
winds. Snowfall totals along a line south from the Bruce Peninsula through Orillia to Ottawa experienced heavy snowfalls, while locales north | 
of this divide experienced light snowfall totals. Precipitation was virtually non-existent due to the steady low temperatures during this month. 


Sunshine was above normal in all areas except the extreme southwest. 


In March, similar to the previous month, the bulk of the snow and stormy weather was confined to the southern portions of the province, with | 
eastern Ontario, in particular, receiving near-record snowfalls. Southern Ontario experienced its coldest March since 1984 whereas, in contrast, | 


northern Ontario experienced relatively mild mean temperatures resulting in the mildest March since 1989. Snowfall was above normal in the 
south with very little received in the north. Despite the heavy snowfall in the south, precipitation levels were below normal province-wide. 


Spring did not come easily in Ontario this year due to frequent cold rains and snowfalls lingering throughout the month of April. Snowfall was | 
relatively abundant in all locales except southwestern and south-central Ontario. Eastern Ontario was victimized the most, as Ottawa hit a record | 
high of 42 centimetres of April snow since weather records began in 1938. Moreover, April was a wet month for Ontario with the exception | 
of the extreme northwest. In general, precipitation was 10 to 110 percent above normal. Therefore, sunshine was lacking with reports varying | 


from 20 to 50 hours less than normal. 


May weather conditions came as no surprise following a cold April with monthly mean temperatures lagging up to one degree below normal 


at most locales, making this the coolest May in three years. Ironically the first half of May was warmer than the latter half. Late May frosts. 


were reported during the final week of the month, as far south as the suburbs of Toronto. Rainfall was heavy in central, northeastern and eastern 


Ontario, but light in the northwest and most of the south. Light May precipitation in the southern agricultural areas allowed the soil to dry 


sufficiently for many farmers to carry out spring planting following a snowy winter and wet April. 


June temperatures lagged up to one degree below normal with sunshine totals 10 to 40 hours short of the average. This month also brought © 
heavy thundershowers to southern Ontario causing rainfall totals to be well above the norm. However, since the bulk of the rain was associated /| 
with 2 to 3 thunderstorm events, the majority of the days were dry and pleasantly warm. Unfortunately, three severe storms occurred on June | 


9, 20 and 27 featuring intense rainfall, destructive winds, and a few minor tornadoes damaging houses and field crops. 


Overall, July was a pleasant summer month across most of southern and central Ontario. Unfortunately, cool and wet weather prevailed in) 
northwestern Ontario as inclement Prairie weather spilled over into this region. Monthly mean temperatures were 1 to 2 degrees warmer than \ 





normal east of Lake Superior, whereas to the west monthly mean temperatures were 1 to 2 degrees below normal. While rainfall totals did’ 


exceed the norm in many locales, the bulk of the rain fell in 2 or 3 occasions leaving most days sunny and dry. 


Generally, August was a warm and dry month across the province. The temperature ranged from a touch below normal to over 2 degrees above 
with a mean temperature of 19.4 degrees making it the warmest since 1959. Hot, humid conditions were sparse, but there was a single case 
to note, which ended up with a smog advisory being issued on the 27th for southern Ontario. On that day, humidex values of over 40 degrees 
were reported. Rainfall was low over most of the province making this a vintage year for wine-makers, as the grapes had an excellent sugar 


content. However, there were exceptions due to several storm centres crossing the northern portion of the province. Severe weather was | 
reported throughout the month with most incidents generally associated with the passage of a cold front on August 27 and 28 across southern 1 


Ontario. High winds and hail were the cause of most of the property and crop damage. 


Summer ended on a chilly note, as monthly mean temperatures were 1.5 to 3 degrees cooler than normal making this the coolest September / 
in most of southern Ontario since 1975 and across the north since 1974. Frost was widespread throughout the province, and by the end of the — 


month a killing frost had ended the growing season in all but the most sheltered portions of the lower Great Lakes. Rainfall totals were 
exceedingly varied across Ontario and snowfall occurred as far south as North Bay. Sunshine was lacking across most of southern Ontario, 
however, the extreme eastern portion of Ontario and much of the north enjoyed 10 to 20 more hours than normal of sunshine. 


September set the stage for the month of October where the weather was not only cold, but relatively snowy as well. Snow combined with rain 





caused precipitation totals to exceed the long-term average. In addition, sunshine hours were well short of the average throughout the province. — 
Severe wind-storms occurred on the 17th and 21st with winds gusting in the 90 to 100 km/h range. These storms were responsible for property 


damage in many locales, especially Muskoka, Parry Sound and Manitoulin Island. 


Ontario experienced a cool November, especially in the north where winter entrenched itself early and persisted all month. Total snowfall was 


generally lighter than average despite a couple of significant individual falls in the north. Rainfall did not make up for the lack of snow, and 


as a result, the province was dry in most areas except eastern Ontario. November is usually a cloudy month, and this year was no exception, 
despite the low precipitation values. Most portions of Ontario recorded approximately 10 fewer hours of sunshine than normal. 


Finally, the year ended with mild temperatures for the first three weeks of the month in contrast to the last week coming close to being the | 


coldest on record. Precipitation was lacking in all areas across Ontario for the month of December. Snowfall was unusually light for December 
where southern Ontario recorded less than 15 centimetres, compared to the usual 30 to 50 centimetres. Toronto’s meagre 2.8 cm was the lowest 
since 1943 and the second-lowest since snowfall records began in the 1840’s. Throughout the province, sunshine hours were less than abundant 
with only eastern Ontario recording 20 hours more than usual.

In most cases, marketed production and farm value per pound statistics have been assembled by the Ontario Flue-Cured Tobacco Growers’ 


Marketing Board according to the historical location of farm reference numbers. 


Acreage estimates are based on the June 1993 National 


Farm Survey. The 1992 marketed production figures for flue-cured tobacco include an estimated carry-over of about 16 million pounds 
from the 1991 crop. Total farm value, which is the product of marketed production and farm value per unit, includes the value of the 
carry-over with the 1992 figures. A similar situation occurred between 1987 and 1988 when carry-over was estimated to be about 25 
million pounds. However, average yields have been adjusted to reflect the true situation for each year’s crop.
